Press who has just arrived here, learns that mobs of Lithunians and Esthonians yesterday attacked a hundred Cossacks and 
Drasroons the only military force stationed in Tukum. The mobs after wild fighting, killed the soldiers to the last man, cut 
off their arms and legs and ripped their bodies. The streets were strewn with bodies and dismembered parts. Six hundred 
troops arrived here this morning with three guns, shelled the places and charged the mob of peasants, who surrendered or 
were dispersed. Order has now been re-established and the soldiers are burying the bodies of the slam and caring for the 
wounded. In all 340 soldiers and peasants were killed and many wounded.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 19.—Chief Clerk White, assistant to 


lolonel W. H. Heuer, government engineer in charge of Oakland 
harbor and the tidal canal, declared this morning that there is ab- 
solutely" no truth in the statement made by City Trustee Bowers of 
Alameda that the tidal canal would be closed. 


Mr. Bowers stated at a meeting of the trustees last night that 


the canal had proved a menace and not a benefit, and because of the 
rnud supposed to have come from the San Leandro bay into the Oak- 
land estuary the canal will be closed to navigation. 


NOT FOR NAVIGATION. 


"The canal," said Mr. White, "never has been opened for navi- 


gation, and was not constructed for that purpose in the first place. 
It was built by the government for the purpos* of carrying the tidal 
water from San Leandro bay to the Oakland estuary, fhus to im- 
prove the navigation of Oakland harbor and benefit Oakland com- 
merce. 


"I have not heard that any mud has drifted from San Leandro 


bay into the estuary, but If «o it must have been a very small amount, 


"Assistant Government Engineer L. J. LeConte is in charge of 


Oakland harbor and the tidal canal and Is there almost constantly. 
If any such condition existed, he certainly would have reported it. 


"The whole thing is a silly proposition anyway. The govern- 


ment certainly would not spend a large amount of money building 
the canal and then close it up again. Furthermore, if such a thing 
were contemplated, an appropriation would have to be secured from 
Congress and a thorough investigation made before any such action 
was taken.

which are being hurried forward

General Lir^vitch from Manchuria.

fear is that the rebellion, which Is ex-

University. Just now it is particularly stirred up because President 
Wheeler of the university is frequently consulted by Mr. Roosevelt 
about political matters. 
THE TRIBUNE still labors under the 


old delusion that when a person becomes a school teacher he loses 
all right to take part in the important interests of the day. 
Pre- 


sumably Benjamin Ide Wheeler is a man of more than average 
intelligence, or he would not hold the position he does. Possibly 
his broad education and liberal training have fitted him to com- 
prehend questions of government and civil economies equally as 
well as some professional politicians. In fact, we would 
rather 


trust a man like Mr. Wheeler than Abe Ruef, or many others who 
are always ready with advice. If such men as President Wheeler 
had been consulted more by men in high official position, it might 
have been better for the country." 


It is unnecessary to assure the readers of THE TRIBUNE that 


this paper has never made a fling at the State University. 
It has 


at all times been a consistent friend and advocate of that institu- 
tion, but it has had occasion, at various times, to rebuke certain 
mischievous tendencies at Berkeley and to good naturedly rally 
members of the faculty 
for 
utterances 
which 
have made the 


judicious grieve and the ribald scoff. It is true that we have mild- 
ly suggested that Benjamin Ide Wheeler is paid $10,000 for pre- 
siding over the educational departments at Berkeley and not for 
political log-rolling at Washington. His advice to the President 
may be good or it may be bad—that is a matter for the public to 
judge—but the point we mildly presented involved the propriety of 
Dr. Wheeler's spending so much of his time attending to political 
affairs at the National capital. Let us concede, for the sake of 
argument, that he is a safer adviser for the President than Abe 
Ruef; but Mr. Ruef is not president of the State University and he 
iS not in Washington urging the claims of his friends for office. 


' It is not a question of Mr. Ruef at all. Nor is criticism of 


Benjamin Ide Wheeler's acts as a politician a fling at the State 
University. Neither Ruef nor the university have anything to do 
with the case. Indeed, the unhersity is concerned only so far as 
President Wheeler's political activity may bring it into disrepute 
and cause it to be the victim of political reprisal. It is conceded, 
we believe, that President Wheeler's long and continued absences 
from Berkeley do not militate seriously against the welfare or edu- 
cational effectiveness of the university. But is Dr. Wheeler's ser- 
vice as a volunteer political agent worth $10,000 a year to the 
State University? We pause for the sapient editor of the Prospect 
to reply.

An endeavor will be made to confine the issue in the English, 
Scotch and Welsh boroughs to questions of fiscal policy and edu- 
cational reform. The Irish will remain in a group by themselves, 
and probably pursue opportune tactics in forcing measures for local 
tax relief and enlargement of the scope and powers of local gov- 
ernment for Ireland. Adherence to this policy has enabled them to 
secure many notable concessions in the past, and in all likelihood 
they will continue to pursue it. But no doubt Redmond will wield 
considerable influence in Liberal councils.

The Canal and the Harbor. 


It is but natural that the people of Alameda should vigorously 


protest against the suggested closing of the tidal canal, they labor- 
ed for years to have it excavated, and now regard it with pride as a 
pet local institution, moreover, the canal affords them an outlet 
for their sewage system. But to Oakland the canal wears a differ- 
ent aspect. Its relation to the harbor, especially the upper basin 
is what gives it interest to the people of this city, who regard tht 
improvement of the harbor as essential to the future growth and 
development of commerce and manufacturing on this side of the bay 
Hence they do not view the canal with the eyes of sentiment as 
the people of Alameda do. Besides, it does not serve any local con- 
venience, and is not a feature of the municipal ensemble with us. 


The Government excavated the tidal canal on the theory that 


it would furnish a flushing current which would cleanse the stag- 
nant waters of the upper basin and operate as a scouring agent for 
the channel through the jetties. It has certainly exerted a purify- 
ing effect on the waters of the basin, but it has not scoured the 
channel to any perceptible extent. Unfortunately, it has brought 
down a large volume of soft mud from the tidal flats fringing San 
Leandro bay, and this mud radiates in the upper basin and settles 
mainly along the wharves and piling which 'border the north shore. 
It also drifts down and settles around the bridge piers and the 
wharves in that vicinity. 
Some of it forms sedimentary bars 


lower down to impede navigation and furnish work for the dredger. 


To state the case bluntly, the canal is filling the harbor, par- 


ticularly the upper basin, with mud 
Now, this city has for years 


been urging Congress to appropriate money to dredge a deep water 
channel into and around the upper basin, so as to make that section 
of the harbor accessible to vessels of heavy draft 
It is obvious- 


ly foolish to provide a channel for running mud into a body of 
navigable water and then pay for dredging it out again. 
Congress 


is likely to find fault with a scheme of harbor improvement so 
contradictory and so at cross purposes with itself. 


The proposed improvement of the upper harbor basin is rela- 


tively as important to Alameda as to Oakland. The southern shore 
is destined to be lined with factories, shipyards and shipping, but 
this destiny is not to be realized by filling the harbor with mud 
from San Leandro bay and thus adding to the expense of opening 
and maintaining a channel for deep water ships 
The people of 


Alameda should not close their eyes to the vast importance, to 
themselves as well as the city of Oakland, of the harbor, and in 
considering any suggestion regarding the canal should 
not lose 


sight of the relation that waterway bears to the harbor and the 
general welfare of the community. 


We do not know that Colonel Heuer intends to recommend 


closing the canal, and we trust that some way may be found to 
obviate the necessity for closing it. If the mud flow from 
San 


Leandro bay can be deflected and kept from shoaling the harbor, 
THE TRIBUNE will not only be glad to see the canal kept open, 
but will vigorously advocate measures looking to its improvement 
for navigation and industrial purposes. As it exists at present, 
however, there is no disguising the fact that it is injuring the har- 
bor. This is something to be considered in an enlightened, dis- 
passionate spirit, for the harbor is the joint possession of Alameda 
and Oakland, and it is incumbent upon the people of both cities to 
guard and cherish it as a priceless possession: Let us be fair and 
honest with ourselves and each other about this matter. -

The stand taken in th'e matter 
by the board, it was stated, was not 
against the dub, but against the general 
use of the hall which, has been growing 
in demand by .different' organizations un- 
til the board believed it^was time to call 
a halt.

Ing several weeks ago by Director Red- 
Ington, who inquired by what authority 
the club was using the rooms. 
Superln- 


intendent of .Schools McClymonds stated 
that he had been asked the privilege by' 
Mayor 
Olney for .the 
first 
meeting. 


The request made to him waa but 
for the one meeting, but the club had 
continued to meet there regularly ever 
since. 


U»on motion of Director Kedlngton the 


secretary was then Instructed to direct 
a communication to the club asking it 
in regard to the matter, and the following 
reply was received and read last night: 


"OAKLAND, Dec. 5.—J. w. 
McCly- 


monds, Secretary of Board of Education 
Dear Sir: 
At the last meeting of the 


Civic Club your letter was shown me, 
asking by what authority the club was 
holding Its meetings in Common School 
Assembly HaJl. 


"We Instructed our secretary to write 


you at once and I will add this explana- 
tion so that we may the better under- 
stand each other. 


"The club was organized about two 


years ago by Mayor Olney and he ar- 
ranged for our meeting there and we had 
not realized that there was any objec- 
tion, but now that our attention has 
been caJJed to the matter you will pardon 
our. seeming discourtesy in not asking 
permission of the Board of Education for 
this privilege. 


"The. club Is educational and hot social 


and no admission Is even charged at any 
meeting, so from this fact I hope you 
will allow us to continue our meeting 
there.

Under the old English prize ring style of bare-knuckle fighting, so such 


brutality-was ever seen as that which is regularly witnessed on a football 
field during the progress of a game between two teams of eiual strength. 


The patrons of the prize ring brought about the abolishment of the bare- 


knuckle style of fighting many years ago because of the brutal features con- 
nected'wlth the rules governing the prize ring. 


The last prize ring battle fought in this country under the old 


knuckle style, was between Sullivan and Kilrain in July, 1589. 


It will thus be seen that prizefighters and prize ring patrons were the pio- 


neers In the field for-the elimination of brutality in connection with sport. 


Boxing gloves weighing two ounces were used in prize ring contests after 


bare-knuckle fighting had fcsen tabooed, but they, too, were soon discarded 
because of the injury that could be inflicted
